2-29. There are three distinct types of local force units in the PRC: oorder 
defense <BD I units, internal defense ilD) units, and garrison units. 

2-30. Border Defeitie. Border defense units, as the name implies, are those local 
forces stationed along and responsible for the defence of China's bolder areas 
Essentially a lightly armed infantry force, border defense troops would provide 
early warning of border violations and constitute the first line of defense in the 
event of a border incursion. The largest organized unit of the border defense 
forces is the division. It is somewhat smaller than the standard Chinese infantry 
division. J

--3.. Internal Defense. Internal defense units are lightly armed infantry forces 
In peacetime their primary responsibility is the maintenance of la* and order in 
the localities to which they are assigned. In the event of war they are believed to 
he capable of conducting limited defensive and guerrilla-type operations. 

2-33. The organizational structure of an internal defense division is depicted in 
anne\ I. 

2-34. <:jrns»n. Garrison units are those local forces tasked with the defense of 
Chinas coastal area. They are deployed in static, reinforced, artillery-heavy 
positions along the coast and on many oi the offshore islands. Tailored to suit 
the mission and the topography, they have few infantry troops and possess 
minimal mobility. . 

2-35. The organizational structure of a garrison division is depicted in annex l\ 

Paramilitary Forces 

2-36 The PRC's principal paramilitary forces consist of the Peoples Militia and 
the Production and Construction Corps. While these forces are capable of 
providing signilieant guerrilla and/or logistic support to the PRCs regular armed 
forces in the defense of the Chinese mainland, neither of these groups could 
make a substantial contribution to the offensive ground capability of the regular 
forces. 

: "i? 7 *u r; "' "' / ""' Tht Copies Milili* > a part-time, quasi-military organization 
which is controlled politically by the Chinese Communist Party but trained and 
directed militarily by the PLA. Traditionally, the militia has been an important 
component ot Mao's thinking on people's war. In the event of war. the militia 
would use guernl!a-type tactics to harass the enemy, assist in the defense of 
urban centers, gather intelligence, help maintain production levels, provide direct 
logistical support, and provide manpower reserves for the regular forces. In time 
of peace, the militia serves to reinforce the production effort in agriculiure and 
industry, and to increase security through support of regular forces, especially in 
border jnd coastal areas.

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SECTION III -THE CHINESE OFFICER 

Status 

5-ftl. In keeping will) ihe revolutionary tradition of close relations between 
ollicers and men and in an attempt t.i offset Sovict-,po.isured "protcssionalism" 
which was allegedly challenging Mao's "proletarian m.Iuary line." all ranks and 
insignia were ahulbhca in niid-1%5. Ihe I'l.A returned to Hie [«-!•»« practice 
ot relerring to ollicers Headers ur commanders! hy job title or position lee 
Company t ommanderi and referring to soldier, as Haters. Although the 
abolition ot ranks was essentially one of several steps taken bv the Chinese 
leadership to ,nsure the I'L.W political and ideological loyaltv.'in addition it 
demonstrated, at least theoretically, the equal status of officers and enlisted men 
in Chinas armed lorees. the belief that c.iiwlitv between officers and men 
maKes tor a mote etlictent lighting force is preached to this da> . . 

Officer Selection 

5-62. The overwhelming majority of ofticers.'eunimandcrs are chosen directly 
from the ranks. Selection criteria are based as much on ideological orientation j> 
on proven military ability. The soldier possessing the right otulifieations. as 
determined by his unit s party committee, could expect to reach the position of 
Platoon leader within 5 years after conscription. Officer training j« conducted at 
military region school, or academies. Mint officers assigned to research or 
technical portions are trained at military technical institutes. Onlv a small 
percentage ot ollicers in this specialist category, which includes all doctors are 
commissioned directl> from among college graduates. A few technical oncers 
are selected i rom graduates uf senior middle schools for advanced training at 
military technical institutes after a short period of service in the ranks. Officer 
training programs in civilian colleges are not known to exist.

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6-22. Cujttiil .IrttiUry. Patterned along Soviet lines, the coastal artillery units of 
the PRC'N support naval air and afloat lori.es in defensive operations. They arc' 
believed to be organized as independent regiments administratively subordinate 
to the naval base commander and are stationed in the vicinity of the various 
ports and naval bases. These naval coastal artillery units work in close 
cooperation with army artillery units. 

Doctrine and Tactics 

6-23. The primary mission of the navy defense of the I'KC coast-is accom- 
plished through construction of ships and craft well suited to their assigned 
tasks, through deployment of these units in accordance with strategic priorities, 
and reportedly through administration of a vigorous and expanding training 
program. 

6-2 J . China's navy is the seaward extension of the TLA. As such, it supports a 
weit-coordinated national defense plan. The outer ring of defense is believed to 
be the growing fleet of dicsel-powcred attack submarines which would defend 
again.it an approaching force with edocs and mines. This cuter perimeter is 
backed up by bomb- and ton -armed attack aircraft of the PRCNAl-'. 
Dcstrot e.'-typc umts provide ;. second defensive ring. Their firepower, sea- 
keeping ability, range and speed provide flexibility and mobility to the defensive 
plan, enabling naval hcadqtia.ter.. to quick!} fill gaps through intra-'interflee: 
transfers. This perimeter, however, is limited in depth to the protective range of 
fighter aircraft. Close-in defense, also under the protective air umbrella, is the 
task of the large and cver-incrc^sing number of fast missile boats, torpedo boats 
and gunboats, as well as patrol and mine craft. PRCN tactical doctrine allegedly 
emphasizes the use of surprise attacks, combat at night and during periods of 
poor visibility, close combat with infiltration of an enemy's rear, and destruction 
of an enemy with a concentration of force. In addition, it is probable that 
extensive protective minefields would be laid both to protect shipping and to 
guard against amphibious assaults. 

Personnel and Training 

h-25. I'l-riouncl. The total PRCN personnel strength is in excess of 250.000 men. 
including shipboard and shore-based manpower and naval air personnel. 

t>-2b. A!. fii.T-'it':: J'U AY Tit c. Recruits are assigned to the PRCN as necessary 
from those who jre called up amuiatly under the I'KC military conscription 
system. A flawless political background and excellent health are considered to be 
the main prerequisites for sclectum. Although current information is incon- 
clusive, normal :-.:"i ot service ;."! the I'lU'N is thought to be 5 years. 

f>-2~. Training. I he PRC has developed a national program for the training of 
naval officers and enlisted men. Officer training is accomplished in part through 
naval schools. The best known of these is the permanent naval academy, the 
I irst Naval School, which was established with the founding of the PRCN in 
1**50. More advanced training is given at the Naval War College. 

6-2S. |hc enlisted training program has considerable operational flexibility. All 
military conscripts receive a few weeks of orientation and rudimentary basic 
nulitarv training. During this period selections are made for servLe in the various 



service arms. lho>e selected lor the navy become naval recruits j: -.d assume lor 
the urst time, a strictly naval identity. They are then vent to ur* of the naval 
schools or shore commands Air further training. If an individual j> ;o be assigned 
abuard ,hip. he is sent to one of the fleet schools for several months. Upon 
completion oi this training the seaman, no longer j recruit, is signed to an 
afloat unit for practical on-the-job training. The duration of this mj« is ftesihle i 
and is determined largely by the ability of the individual and the personnel needs t 
ot the department. Those recruits assigrud ashore are absorbed directly into a 
naval command or activity where they commence on-the-job training without 
further tormal naval schooling. Here again, the length of indoctrination is 
indetimte and phases out gradually ai the need for supervision diminishes 
Political training, however, is given continuously to all personnel for the 
duration ot their service terms. 

6-29. Pjv W ,!W.#Hi»i« V f. prc\ personnel reportedly receive 10 percent more 
in pay and allowances than do army personnel in comparable positions 
Allowances probably are given for sea and submarine duty and for length oi 
service. 

Naval Vessels 

6-30. The PRCN inventory includes a variety of vessels of foreign (Soviet 
Japanese. British, and Initcd Stalest origin, as well as an inereasics number and' 
assortment of vessels from Chinese yards. Many of those supplied hv the Soviet 
tnwn and aJmost all of those taken over from the Chinese Nationalists are 
World War II worships. Domestic production resulting from an amhitious 
shipbuilding program begun in the 1950*s emphasizes submarines, missile boats J 
gunboats, torpedo boats, patrol boats, destroyers, frigates and auxiliary- roft. " 
6-31. Order of Battle. PRC naval order of battle includes 1.215 ships and craft 
and continues to grow. The submarine force consists of one CO'.I'-elass 
ballistic-missile submarine and 65 conventionale powered torpedo attack 
submarines, the majority of which are WHISKY- and ROM! O-elass units 
Additionally, the PRCN has a HAN-cIass. possibly nuclear-powered submarine of 
indigenous design. Major surface combatants include: 

a. Nine guided-missile destroyers. 

b. Five guided-missile frigates lone of which is possibly equipped with 
surtace-to-air missiles I. 

c. I-'our frigates. 

Auxiliary vessels and yard and service craft round out :he naval inventory. 
6-32. Chinese naval vessels are depicted in annex V. 

6-33. L-TMia <W Mjwricl, The Rear Services Department under naval 
headquarters is responsible for logistic service. In general, the PRCN logistical 
system and practices follow those of the Soviet navy. 

6-34 Navy units originally were equipped mainl/ with materiel of Soviet oriein | 
or design. Since the l95(Ts. however, the PRCN has been undergoing" a 
modernization program aimed at acquiring the capability to bu3d and equip 
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various naval vessels without outside assistance. The precipitous withdrawal of 
Soviet aid caused a severe hardship en Oinj's navy, but it accelerated the 
development of a domestic capability.

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CHAPTER 7 
THE CHINESE AIR FORCE 



Historical Background 

7-1. the PKC Air 1 orce il'KCAl'i ttJ s formally organized in l'»4«i. Its origins, 
however, can be traced to the I'/JO's when the Communist forces of Mao 
r>ctung acquired aircraft belonging to the Nationalist government. I he low 
was turthcr increased in l«Mf> with captured Japanese aircraft jnd in i'U'l when 
the Communist* attained control of mainland (hinj. The Korean War heralded j 
period ot rapid modernization with the Soviet Union supplying l;-:gc numbers of 
jet aircraft and providing aircrew training. Deteriorating Sino-Soviei relation-, 
climaxed in l**60 when the Soviet* recalled their technicians ami withdrew 
military aid. By then, however, the PKC had aircraft production facilities in 
Manchuria and some experience in jet aircraft production. Chinese versions of 
the Mii:.l5 and \lit.-P were produced under Soviet license in the mid to bie 
tittle*. By I«>65. Chinese technology had progressed considerably; thev were able 
to begin series p-oduction of the \f it ;- 1 •* l-AKMIR and later the |I-:« HlACLl . 
Tu-lh BMJCl-R, and limited numbers of MtC-: I I'lSIIBIil). flic first aircraft 
both designed and produced by the Chinese, the F-'» FAN TAN fighler-homher. 
entered the inventory in the early seventies. 

Current Status 

■ -I. In the last decade the I'KC has developed the third largest air force in the 
world and the only Asian air force, with the exception of the Soviet Union, with 
a strategic iclear capability. 

Mission 

"-J. The primary mission of the PRCAF is the defense of mamland China with 
the preponderance ot the force being air-superiority aircraft. Tactical missions 
include close air support and interdiction of enetnv targets, military airlift and 
reconnaissance. The intermediate-range and a small number of the mediuni-ranee 
bomber torecs have a limited nuclear-strike capability but thev are prohjblv 
designed primarily tor regional operations. 

Capability 

"-->. Ihe PKCAF can provide effective air defense aganis! anv potciiiut Asian 
aggressor with the exception of the Soviet Union, and the tactical bomber toree 
is capable w prodding etteeiive close air support and interdiction o! eitemv hues 
ot communication. Ihe nuclear bomber cjpabiliiv of the PKCAF 1. pix.bahh. K 
it*cll. not suiticient to Jeter any Soviet military ambitions: it adds significant^ 
to l*RC -ntemational piesiigo. however. 

Organization 

~l?' .lheJ'RCAl-' organization is based rm. the mj_ district iV.stcjii .with air .

Of the leading two aircraft, the leader is the offence 
aircaft, with the other providing flight defense and massing of firepower. It is 
nussihle that the PRC\I ; has a limited air-to-air missile capability with 
ATOLL-type heat-seeking and po»sthly alkali-type beam-riding missiles. The 
majority of the force, however, is probably 'itted with cannon only. Only a 
small percentage of the air defense force has an all-weather capability. 

7-7. H- **b>-r 7jo. •. Bomber crews are considcicd proficient at both low- and 
high-level bombing, t neniy capacities would greatly influence tactics: for an> 
given situation, however, tactics would probably be traditional. Mass low-level 
attacks against enemv targets would be multidirectional at varying speed* and 
altitudes and high-level bombing 'aouM be conducted in formation or trail. 
Cround attack missions will be predominately preplanned sortie* since the I'Kl" 
appears to lack a ground or airhorne torward air control system: therefore, in a 
fluid battlefield situation, tactical bombers would be much less effective. Night 
operations are limited to the Bl' \CLl and B.MKil K force. 

Personnel and Training 

7-H, /'.'«. •unci. Current estimates place the manning in PRl'Al-' operational 
units at over 170,000 personnel. Oi this total. 10.000 are pilots. 

7-4. Rtvf iitmcnt ai:J St-nnv. Recruits ate assigned to the PRiWI-' as tieetsviry 
under the military conscription system. Selection is often limited to thiv»e 
recruits possessing technical training. Tet::i if service in the PKCAI" is for a 
period of 4 years, 

7-10. f'-vi.'/ii'. Might training of PKCAl-' aircrews is divided into three phases 
primary, intermediate, and advanced I raining normally tasts C years.

CHINESE MISSILE SYSTEMS 



Overview 

•VI. Iii order [u insure us national security hy deterring an attack by a 
superpower and to establish its international negotiating position, the I'RC ha* 
built jn increasingly powerful strategic military establishment. I'RC batlistie- 
missile capabilities are relatively modest compared "u> those 01 the United Slates 
and the USSR, but tliey are growing at a significant and deliberate rate. 
Although currently posing no strategic threat to the cunt mental United States or 
to Western l.urope. and onlv a partial threat (o the Soviet Union, the I'RC 
perceives its emerging nuclear capability as a credible and effective deterrent. 

Hackgmund 

v: China's development oi' a nuclear halhstic-missile force was based on the 
technical aid provided by the Suio-Soviei Detcitse Agreement signed in l_te l'»>" 
or early V>SS, although assitaiue had probably started a jear or two earlier, 
r-'oiiowing the Sino-Sovict split in Ii«.U. the I'RC was able to develop 
native-designed surface-to-surface missiles using this Soviet technical base. Since 
I9iih. when the I'RC announced that it had nred its titM nuclear-tipped ballistic 
inissi!.-. the Chinese have made progress in increasing the si/e and effectiveness ut" 
their nu.lcar missile force. Although their mielear stockpiles limited compared 
:-j that of the Cniled States or USSR, it is expected to increase tairly rapidly 
over the next few years as the availability of n«um.ihlc materia! increases. 

Siraiegic Capability 

X-.'. I he painstaking, meiliodical appnuj; used bv the Chinese in their 
strategic missile program lias resuiicd in a r.todest but highly credible nuclear 
retaliatory capability aiv^st the USSR and other nations on China's, periphery. 
While this capability does not vet eMend to (he continental United States. China 
does have the ability to conduct nuclear smkes against targets around the 
periphery of the I'RC including U.S. and allied installations" in the western 
Pacific.

Time and again politici/ation has been used to 
share belieis. implant values, and guide action, insuring the PL.Vs lovalty tu , h e 
C< I and making the PLA always responsive to the party's will be it foreign 
intervention, road construction, or involvement in domestic politics. 

u O. Politici/ation in the PLA is accomplished by means of a complex, political 
apparatus composed oi two distinct and separate hierarchies, paralleling the 
military chain ot command and corresponding roughly u» the function! division 
between political control and political education: parly committees a=d political

committees which extend downward from the Militarv Commission i'.ICi of the 
( ltwese t .umminist Party to the regimental level. At the battalion level the 
partv c«inr.:utee is known as the "ec.-.eral branch", at the compa.v. level the 
"branch . jn d at platoon level, ihe "cell." The party committee exists 
independent irom bur parallel t.i t=v military c-mmand structure it is 
responsible to the next higher party .military organization. committee and tin 
peacetime i to the civilian party committee of the localitv where the unit is 
stationed. The party committee of a ejieit unit is elected by all the members of 
the unit subrect to the approval of the next higher partv.eommitiee Member- 
ship almost alwavs includes the ur.us military commander au. political
